ployed me to get together the Swiss exhibit in 


our department. 1 did all the traveling; I 
did all the correspondence; I did all the work. 
I got no pay, but Perrenoud told me I should 
have an opportunity to make a great deal of 
money in Chicago. I came over in the 
steamer with him and we had hard words. 
From that time dates our trouble. He wanted 
all the credit; he wanted all the profit. I made 
no such amount out of the contract for 


building the Swiss pavilion as he claims. : 


In fact, though I would have cleared 10,- 
000 francs if things had come out right, I am, 
so far, 10,000 francs out of pocket, and I 
blame that to him. So far as running away 
from Chicago is concerned, I did no such 
thing. My physician told me that I must 
stop work or die. Three weeks ago I told 
Arnold Holinger, the Swiss Consul at Chica- 
go, that I was going back to Switzerland. 
Eighteen days ago I wrote to my firms in 
Switzerland saying that I was coming back in 
a couple of weeks. Last week I grew much 
worse. The doctor saidI must stop work at 
once. Saturday I wrote to M. Rouge, the 
Swiss juror for the Department of Watches 
agd Jewelry, and sent him the combination 
to the safes and bade him good-by. Then, 
with my eldest son, I started away. I wanted 
to get away from the persecution of Perre- 
noud as quickly as possible. I also wanted to 
get where the air was pure and I could rest 
and recuperate. 

Josephine, the governess, staid behind 
for a day or two to pack up, and then she was 
to follow with my youngest son. The letter I 
wrote her about the watches which was found 
in the house I did write. I was directing her 
how toavoid the Canadian Custom-House 
officer. T admit it. My departure was has- 
tened, also, by the fear that the Swiss Com- 
missioner-General would rake up the old 
charge of violating the United States revenue 
laws again, and try to get me in trouble on 
that score. I was not afraid of anything, for 
the week I left the officers checked up every- 
thing under my charge, and, although I was 
too sick to pay much attention to it person- 
aily, I understand that they found everything 
there as it should have been. As to the charge 
thata large amount of jewelry is missing 
from the exhibits, I know nothing about it ex- 
cept that some pieces have been sold and de- 
livered, the duty having been paid. 

Other Charges He Declares Absurd. 


„The charges against the governess and my 
sons are absurd. They may have gone to the 
safe in the Swiss section before leaving Mon- 
day morning, but they took no cash-box or 
anything of the kind out of it. In short, we 
are all victims of a persecution. Does it look 
like the action of a guilty man to come to 
Toronto and register at one of the principal 
hotels in my own name? I see something said 


about the two valuable watches which I left 


were found on me. I left those 

‘Chicago because they did not belong to me. 
They were sent overin my charge by friends 
in Switzerland. I did not sell them and I-was 
carrying the keys back to Switzerland that 
they might turn the watches over to some- 
body else. 


COMMISSIONER’S SIDE OF THE CASE. 


Thinks Nemitz Will Not Return and Con- 
siders Him Wholly Guilty. 

„J must confess that I do not expect to see 

Nemitz brought back here,“ said Commis- 


sionér Perrenoud yesterday, referring to H. 


B. Nemitz. “ But Iam feeling comfortable 
about it. It was my duty to bring him to jus- 
tice if I could; and it is a satisfaction to 
know that I have done my best, even though 
I do not expect to succeed. To prove the 
crime on him at such a distance from 
Chicago, and in the thoroughgoing manner 
required by the Canadian courts in extradi- 
tion cases, is probably impracticable.”’ 

„ What about the letter which Detective 
Dauriac took with him, that which, he said, 
would make Nemitz come along without ex- 
tradition?’ * 

J expect nothing from that letter. It was 
from several of his friends here who under- 
took to persuade him to return for the vindi- 
cation of his good name, and it will have no 
effect whatever. I expect more from the 
letter that Nemitz wrote to the Wagnon 
woman instructing her how to smuggle the 
watches into Canada. That letter was inter- 
cepted and taken to Canada, and will be 
shown to Nemitz. He will be told that if he 
does not return to Chicago the Canadian 
Government will be furnished with the com- 
plete. proof of this crime. If that does not 
induce him to return I do not expect him to 
return at all.“ 8 a 

** You are convinced of his guilt?“ 

„% Perfectly so. If he had not been 
guilty of something he would not 

degraded himself by passing 
under the assumed name of Wagnon, and it 
could not be an offense against the revenue 
laws that he was afraid of, as that offense is 
not extraditable, so it must have been his 
transactions with us. Several other things 
point the same way, as, for instance, his cut- 
ting the tags and numbers off all the brooches 
in the stock just before he left. The result is 
that the schedule of missing articles pub- 
lished in yesterday’s Trrsuns, while it is the 
best that we and the Custom-House inspectors 
could do, is largely guess work. He could 
not play that trick with the watches, because 
their numbers are stamped on the cases.”’ 

„What do you think has become of the 
missing jewelry?“ 

„ think Nemitz sold it and pocketed the 
money.“ 

„How much more of the stock did he sell 
for delivery at the close of the Exposition?” 

„% We cannot tell, as he observed no rule 
about marking articles assold. He used to 
mark goods as sold in order to stimulate 
sales. 

* Do you still think that it was only about 
$3,000 in money that Nemitz took? 

„ do; and yet I must say that I cannot ac- 
count fully for his having $24,000 with him. 
He had more than that much money of his 
own, but not in this country. It was invested 
in Switzerland, and how it got to this country 
and in theshape of United States money I 
do not quite understand.” 

„How do you know when the missing ar- 
ticles were abstracted from the stock? 

The Custom-House inspectors checked up 
his stock last week, and got through the day 


be open, wheel chairs will be at work, electric 
launches and gondolas will skim over the la- 
goons; and the various attractions of Midway 
Plaisance will be in full blast. The Council 
of Administration adopted and issued an or- 
der to this effect last night. The order was 
made in consequence of the proceedings in 
Judge Stein’s court where the officials have 
been cited to show cause why they should not 
be punished for contempt in disobeying the 
injunction restraining them ftom closing the 
Fair Sundays. The order of the Council in 
full is as follows: 

Wuereas, At its regular session Saturday, the 
22d day of July, 1898, this Council, by virtue of 
the authority of the rule providing for the clos- 
ing of the World’s Columbian Exposition and 
the gates thereof on the firstday of the week, 
commonly called Sunday adopted an ofder re- 
quiring the buildings within the Exposition 
grounds and the gates for admission to the said 
grounds to be closed on the 23d day of July, 
1898, after having been first advised by counsel 
learned in the law that the injunction therefore 
issued by thie Superior Court of Cook County had 
become inoperative and no legal impediment ex- 
isted to prevent the adoption of such order; and 

WaHeEreas, Since the adoption thereof, the mem- 
bers of the Council and certain officers and Di- 
rectors of the World’s Columbian Exposition 
have been cited to appear before the Hon. Phil- 
ip Stein, one of the Judges of the Superior Court 
of Cook County, in the State of Illinois, to show 
cause why an attachment should not be issued 
against them for contempt of the process of in- 
junction issued by the said court in a certain 
cause in equity therein depending, wherein one 
Charles W. Clingman is complainant, it having 
been alleged in said court that said order of 
Council was inhibited by the said writ of injunc- 
tion, and the matter being now under considera- 
tion by the said court, and having been contin- 
ued until Monday next so that no judicial de- 
termination thereof can be had before that date; 
and 

Wuereas, In making the order referred to this 
council neither contemplated nor intended any 
disrespect to the said court, nor disregard of its 
process, but acted upon the advice, as aforesaid, 
that there was no legal impediment to prevent 
the making of the said order; and 

Waerenas, The matter is still under advise- 
ment by the court, and the members of this coun- 
cil, recognizing their duty in common with all 
citizens to observe and respect all lawful orders

And it is further ordered, That certified copies 
of this order be immediately transmitted to the 
Director-General and thé Superintendent of the 
Department of Admissions, with instructions to 


All of the members of the council assented 
to the order, It was drafted yesterday after- 
noon after 4 long conterence with the legal 
advisers of the World’s Fair. They got to- 
gether immediately after the brief proceed- 
ings in Judge Stein’s court were concluded, 
It was determined to completely dispel any 
idea that the Fair officials,in any way, in- 
tended to hurl defiance at that court. The 
only way todo this, it was thought, was to open 
the entire Fair, instead of opening merely the 
gates. All four members of the council 
agreed and voted for the order. The latter 
holds good for tomorrow only. A plan of 
conducting the defense in the contempt pro- 
ceedings was mapped out yesterday. 
It involves recourse to a writ of supersedeas. 
If Judge Stein next Monday shall pronounce 
the officials in comtempt a supersedeas will 
be instantly applied for, and, if granted, the 
whole cause will be lifted to the Appellate 
Court, before which arguments will be made 
to dissolve the injunction. The papers in this 
proceeding have already been prepared. 

Judge Stein’s court room was crowded at 
9:30 yesterday morning, the hour announced 
for a hearing of the proceedings against 
World’s Fair officials for contempt. Every 
seat was occupied and numbers of spectators 
who were curious to hear what Judge Stein 
would have to say to the World’s Fair officials 
stood around the walls and in the doorways. 
Some of the respondents came too late 
to get chairs and they sat on piles of books. 
Director-General George R. Davis and his 
counsel, ex-Judge Sidney A. Smith, came in 
first, They were followed by Lyman J. Gage, 
Charles Henrotin, C. H. Schwab, President 
Higinbotham, and Commissioners St. Clair 
and Massey followed. William E. Mason, 
representing the complainants, camein and 
Mr. Eddy appeared soon after. The latter 
eat down with his clients, who laughed and 
chatted about various things, but said little 
about the cause on hearing. 

Judge Stein Calls the Case. 

Judge Stein ascended the bench promptly 
at 9:30 o’clock. He disposed of a dozen 
motions before ealling up the injunction 
against the World’s Columbian Exposition, 
The lawyers stepped to the bar. 

“Your Honor,” said Mr. Eddy, “I appear 
for the Exposition. I have two separate

HOLDS GRAHAM FOR MURDER OF RYAN. 


Jury Hears the Testimony of Several Wit- 
nesses Regarding the Boy’s Death. 

Deputy Coroner Buckley yesterday held an 
inquest on the body of George Ryan, the 15- 
year-old boy who was beaten to death Thurs- 
day night by Frank alias Timothy Graham 
of No. 768 Thirty-first street. Ihe inquest 
was held at the home of the boy’s parents, No. 
2850 Emerald avenue. 

Henry O'Malley of No. 2827 Emerald av- 
enue testified to the assault. He said he and 
Ryan, together with several other boys, were 
standing in front of Graham’s house when a 
wagon was driven by with a negro in the seat 
with the driver. Several of the bodys, he said, 

began jeering at them. The Ryan boy at this 
time was standing to one side and had not 
joined in the exchange of ‘words. Graham 
turned and started for the boys, who, with the 
exception of the Ryan boy, scattered. Gra- 
ham walked up to the latter and struck him 
in the face. 

**T saw Graham grab Ryan as the boy stag- 
‘gered,” continued O'Malley. Ryan fell on 
the sidewalk. Graham struck Ryan twice in 
the head. The boy tried to get away, but 
Graham kept on clubbing and kicking him. 
Finally Ryan fell down and Graham ran 
away.” | i 

Ryan died before a physician, who had 
been sent for, could reach the spot. , 

Several other boys testified to the same 
story that O’Malley gave. Noprovocation for 
the assault was brought out in the testimony. 
The jury concluded that Frank Graham 
should be held to the Criminal Court for 
murder,

How she came to be in Chicago in her con- 


dition is a story that will require a vast 


amount of explanation to clear away all ap- 
pearance of heartlessness, not to say cruelty, 
or mayhap brutglity, on the part of some 
persons in Jackson, Mich. Possibly explana- 
tions may prove to be in order from another 
quarter. 

Mrs. E. Covell is, or rather was when she 
was sound in health and body, a good looking 
woman, having the appearance of intelligence 
and refinement. Her attire was neat, mod- 
est, and in good taste. Three years ago her 
husband died, leaving her at the age of 30 to 
muke herown way in the world. This she 
was able to do until misfortune overtook her. 

Last spring she went to visit a sister in 
Newark. Early in May she started to return 
to her home in Sanborn, S. D. She was com. 
ing west on the Michigan Central. Some 
miles east of Jackson, Mich., she went to the 
water cooler to get a drink. A sudden lurch 
of the car threw her violently to the floor. 
She felt a sharp pain in her back, and that 
was the last she knew for some time. hen 
she regained consciousness she was unable to 
help herself. Every motion of the train 
caused her intense agony. 

Taken to the Jackson Hospital, 


When Jackson was reached she was removed 
from the train and taken to the City Hospital. 
There she was told she had sustained a severe 
injury of the spine. It might be weeks be- 
fore she would be able to walk, or it might be 
months; perhaps she never would walk. 

Week dragged after week and found no im- 
provement in her condition. Mrs. Covell 
says the Michigan Central railroad company

It is 210 miles from Jackson to Chicago; 
it seemed like 210.000 to poor Mrs. Covell, 
for every lurch of the car caused her agony. 
What she suffered cannot be imagined, much 
At last Chicago was reached. 
Utterly exhausted and too faint to moan Mrs. 
Covell was carried out of the car and into the 
station by the trainmen. The matron did all 
she could for her, but that was not much. 

Mrs. Covell has a sister in Newark, N. J., 
but her circumstances are not such as to per- 
mit her to help the cripple. Her mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Muty E. Prindle, lives on a farm 
near Sanborn, S. D. She, too, is in humble 
circumstances, but she is still willing to give 
Mrs. Covell a home and care. But this is all 
she can do. Prairie fires last spring destroyed 
granaries and outhouses, so the family can- 
not raise the money to pay Mrs. Covell’s pas- 
sage. So when the Jackson authorities 
learned this they determined to get rid of her 
somehow or anyhow lest she might become a 
burden on the county. 

Although the horses were driven at a walk 
down the smooth pavement of Michigan ave- 
nue the ride to St. Luke’s Hospital caused her 
intense pain. She was exhausted and suffer- 
ing greatly when placed in bed. Late last 
night the hospital authorities reported that 
her condition had not improved. 


CITY OF JACKSON PAYS THE BILLS. 


Mrs. Covell Objects to the County-House= 
Is Refused Ticket to Dakota. 

Jackson, Mich., July 28.—[Special.}—Dr. 
Williams knows little regarding Mrs. Covell. 
She came here several months ago, having 
been taken sick on the train while on her way 
from the East to her home in Dakota. She 
was taken from the train here and cared for 
at the city hospital at the city’s expense. 
After a few weeks she went to Ann Arbor, but 
soon returned, and was again taken to the 
hospital at the city’s expense. 

After living there several weeks it was de- 
cided to send the woman to the County 
House. This excited her, and last Monday 
she was found unconscious in a cemetery 
near the hospital. She objected to going to 
the hospital, and at her request County Super- 
intendent of the Poor Hawley furnished her 
transportation to Chicago. The Superintend- 
ent is authorized only to furnish transporta- 
tion to the next county, but in this case he 
assumed the responsibility. When Mr. 
Hawley took the woman to the depot the 
other day she asked for transportation to Da- 
kota and was told she could not get it. The 
Michigan Central paid none of her expenses, 
not even transportation. This was all borne 
by Jackson City or county. She was not in- 
jured on a train, but is suffering from the re- 
sult of an operation performed some time ago.

GERMANY RETALIATES ON RUSSIA. 


Federal Council Decides to Place an Addi- 
tional Tax of 50 Per Cent on Imports. 
Bunt, July 28.—The German Federal 

Council. has resolved to place an additional 
tax of 50 per centonall Russian products 
imported into Germany after Aug. 
1. The Reichsanzeiger publishes a mem- 
orandum giving notice of the advance in 
customs duties on Russian products decided 
upon by the Federal Council. In addition to 
the notification the memorandum states that 
after long and unsuccessful negotiations com- 
mencing the winter of 1890-’91 Russia 
offered in July, 1803, to agree to a provis- 
ional convention with Germany in regard to 
customs duties, which convention should re- 
main in force until the end of 1893.

Germany should concede to Russia her con- 
ventional tariff, in return for which Rus- 
sia would give Germany the same 
ave to France. 
Germany refused to agree to this proposition, 
but accepted the Russian proposal to con- 
tinue the negotiations for a commercial treaty 
through be pre nae, gE to meet in Berlin. 
Instead of stand y this latter proposal 
Russia, when notified of Germany’s agree- 
ment, answered by notifying Germany that 
the tariff would be imposed on German prod- 
ucts imported into Russia. The memorandum 
further says that the concessions made 
to France by Russia were too triv- 
ial to be considered by Germany as 
a return forthe German conventional tariff. 
The decision of the Federal Council had com- 
paratively little influence on bourse prices, 
as it has been for several days a foregone con- 
clusion. Russian notes and Russian securities 
fell somewhat.

When Arrayed in His Robes of State His 
Glory Is Like Unte Solomon's, 

The fountain of municipal honor in En- 

gland undoubtedly springs from the Guild- 

hall, London, which justly claims to be ac- 


counted the most ancient of our municipal. 


halls, seeing that the Lord Mayors of the last 
eight centuries are with justice assumed to 
have prototypes in the Roman Prefect and the 
Saxon Fortreye or Portgrave. For a consid- 
erable number of years the robes of the Lord 
Mayor, the Court of Aldermen, and the Com- 
mon Councilors have been settled with a pre- 
cision that none, save the most reckless of in- 
novators, would resume to disturb. The 
Lord Mayor himself has his gold robe for 
the occasion of the annual Guildhall banquet 
and for the times when he proceeds in state 
either to the new Law Courts or to the House 
of Parliament. The Aldermen have their 
scarlet gowns, the Sheriffs their distinctive 
and very handsome robes and chains, while 
the Common Councilors rejoice in gowns 
called mazarines,”’ it being generally under- 
stood that mazarine is a term for a particular 
dark-blue color, although, according to some 
lexicographers, mazarine also means a drink- 
ing vessel and an old way of dressing fowls. 
n, in, when the Sovereign comes into 
the ei Lord Mayor is bound to don a 
robe of crimson or purple velvet, trimmed 
with ermine. At the time of his investiture 
he was a massive gold chain; but when he is 
honored by reélection at the expiration of his 
term of office he wears two chains. 
The mace of silver-gilt, surmounted by a 
royal crown and the imperial arms, is carried 
before the 1 * by authority of the 
charter of ward III.; while the city 
possesses no less than four swords, one called 
the Pearl,“ presented by Queen when 
she opened the first Royal Exchange, and so 
called from its being richly set with pearls. 
This sword precedes the Chief Magistrate on 
all occasions of rt festivity.

WHY AUSTRALIAN BANKS WENT UP, 


Lending Deposits on Real Estate Security 
Was What Broke Them. 

Sypnzy, June 22.—[Correspondense New 
York Evening Post.] — Between the 5th of 
April and the 17th of May there occurred in 
Australia a series of bank suspensions involv- 
ing sums of money of enormous magnitade, 
considering that the total population of the 
colonies is but three and one-half millions. 
April 1, besides numerous smaller finan- 
cial institutions, there were in operation 
eleven important banks of issue, 
having total assets of about $750,000,- 
000, and liabilities to depositors of about 
$600,000,000. On the 18th of May only 
three remained open, their total assets being 
about $325,000,000, and deposits 820, 
000.000. It would seem at first that not 
short of a revolution could have caused = 
a collapse, As the suspensions rapidly fol- 
lowed each other panic prevailed and the gov- 
ernments of the erent colonies considered 
themselves called on ree —— “ge 
rash step being to proclaim in the colony o 
Victoria, which had suffered most, * ve 
days’ bank holiday.

New Tonk, July 28.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of trade says: The hardest week yet 
has left the business world still able to rejoice 
in the soundness and strength disclosed. No 
banks here or at other eastern cities and no 
eastern firms of large importance have gone 
down, but numerous banks failed at the West, 
including some of high repute and large busi- 
ness. But through all the strain the banks of 
New York have passed without trouble, and 
imports of gold have commenced. From 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000 in money had 
been sent-west every day, and a large decrease 
in bank reserves is expected, as the Treasury 
has not been disbursing heavily. Few com- 
mercial loans have been negotiated, and at 
high rates. At other cities the money markets 
have been quite close, | 

Chicago has drawn heavily on New York, 
but in that and other cities bank statements 
indicate creditable soundness, Grain rose 
briskly Monday, but all speculative markets 
yielded a little when tight money came and 
the slaughter of stocks. Wheat closed about 
1 cent lower, though Western receipts were 
moderate. Corn is a fraction lower, and 
some products. Cotton has declined an 
eighth, t h receipts are a little larger and 
exports — * than last year, but holders 
show great stubbornness in view of the large 
stocks in sight and the closing of many mills.

Prof. Huxley on Evolution and Ethics. 
Prof. Huxley’s Romanes Lecture for 1893 
has been published in pamphlet form under 
the title Evolution and Ethics.“ Like every- 
thing else from Prof. Huxley’s pen the 
lecture is for the clearness and force 
with which the discussion is conducted. Prof. 
Huxley reviews the Brahminical, Buddhistic, 
and Stoical philosophies, in all of which some 
form of the evolution theory was postulated. 
The ancient e, whether Indian or Greek, 
found itas hard as we do to bring the course 
of evolution into harmony with even the 
elementary requirements of the ethical ideal 
of the just and good, thinks Prof. Huxley. 
If there is one thing plainer than another it is 
that neither the pleasures nor the pains of life in 
the merely animal world are distributed accord- 
ing to desert; for it is admittedly impossible for 
the lower orders of sentient to deserve 
either the one orthe other. If there is a er- 
alization from the facts of human life which has 
the assent of thoughtful men in every and 
country it is that “the violator of ethi rules 
constantly escapes the punishment which he de- 
serves; that the wicked flourishes like green 
bay trée while the righteous begs his bread; that 
the sins of the fathers are visited upon the 
children; that, in the realm of nature, ignorance 
is punished just as severely as willful wrong; 
that thousands upon thousands of innocent bs 
suffer for the crime or the unintentional 
pass of one. . Thus, brought before the 
tribunal of ethics, the cosmos might well seem to 
stand condemned. The conscience of man re- 
volted against the moral indifferénce of nature, 
and the microcosmic atom should have found the 
illimitable macrocosm guilty. But few or none 
ventured to record that verdict. In the great 
Semitic “trial of this issue Job takes refu in 
silence and submission; the Indian and the 
Greek, less wise perhaps, attempt to reconcile 
the irreconcilable and plead for the defendant. 
To this end the Greeks invented theedicies ; while 
the Indians devised what, in its ultimate form, 
must rather be termed a cosmodicy. For, th 
Buddhism recognizes gods many and } many, 
they are products of the cosmic process, and 
transitory, however long enduring, manifesta- 
tions.of its eternal activity. l 

Of the Indian doctrine of reincarnation and 
“karma” Prof. Huxley says: Whether the 
cosmic process looks any more moral than at 
first after such a vindication may perhaps be 
questioned. Yet this plea of justification is 
not less plausible than others, and none but 
very hasty thinkers will reject it on the ground 
of inherent absurdity. Like the doctrine of 
evolution itself, that of transmigration has its 
roots in the world of reality, and it may claim 
such a agers as the great argument from 
analogy is capable of supplying.” For, asthe 
writer points out, the sum of tendencies to 
act ina certain way, which we call ‘char- 
acter,’ is often to be traced through a long 
series of progenitors and collaterals.” So 
that in one sense we may justly say that this 
‘character’—this moral and inteHectua! essence 
of a mau—<does veritably over from one 
fleshly tabernacle to ano and does really 
transmigrate from generation to generation.

„J was 60 years old,“ she said, before I 
ever wrote for the press; I was 60 when I 
wrote my first poem, and in the last ten years 
I have traveled, lecturing, selling my books 
and trying to convince authorities that insane 
asylums are not what they claim to be. O, 
my son, if you had seen what I have seen in 
an asylum! I wrote it and had it printed. I 
went to the Governor of New Brunswick 
and told him what I had seen. I told him I 
would go back to the asylum and devote my 
life to r creatures detained there for 
nothing if he would say the word, and while I 
was tel ing him the story the Superintendent 
of the asylum and his assistant came in and 
said I was insane, and I had to leave the coun- 
try for fear of being sent back to the asylum 
as a patient, and as I had complained about 
the management I knew if I was taken back 
my life would be a hell.“

‘THE FINANCIAL SITUATION.” 

The market for regular wheat in this 
city declined to 58 cents yesterday. It had not 
touched that point previously since August, 
1861, and hardly had sold 86 low since 1852 
except during a few days of June and July, 
1861, when some sales were made at 55 
cents. The extent of the depression may be 
inferred from comparison with Tun Taten 
averages of 92% for 1860 with 73 for 1861 
and 763¢ for 1862. For some mohths past 
the market in Chicago has ruled below the 


averages of the two last named years, It 


each containing only 371 grains of pure sil- 
ver, and buy as much with it as he can with a 
gold eagle.

Nevertheless it isa fact that the gov- 
ernment does redeem its silver dollars with 
gold, and for that reason they have the pur- 
chasing power of gold dollars.

$1.29 per ounce, when it is barely worth 70 
cents, then the business world takes alarm. 

The attempt to repeal the Sherman law is 
not prompted by a desire to destroy the 
use of silver as money, but by a desire to 
secure the use of silver as money at its real and 
not a fictitious value. The more of it there is 
in circulation at the real value the better. But 
that is not what the silver miners want. They 


deemable in coin, he takes to the Sub- 
treasury and asks that they be redeemed. If 
he does not say explicitly that he wants silver 
for them the officers will hand him over a 
thousand dollars in gold coin. While the 
government has the option of redeeming 
either in gold or silver it always redeems 
in gold, because by doing that it 
shows its determination to maintain the two 
metals at a parity—the silver dollar with the 
gold one, 

Or if, instead of having the actual silver 
dollars in his possession, a man has their 
paper representative, called a “silver certifi- 
cate, which says that there are a certain 
number of “silver dollars payable to the 
bearer on demand in the Treasury, all that 
he has todo to get the gold is to exchange 
his silver certificate at a bank for a Treasury 
note and then present it for redemption, and 
the government hands over the gold. 

Or the holder of a thousand silver dollars 
can do another thing. He can deposit them 
ina bank and then buy as big a draft on 
England as if he had deposited a thousand 
gold dollars. He takes that draft across the 
ocean with him and it is cashed to him there 
in gold. He has exchanged his American 
silver at par for English gold. 

In the last three years the government has 
paid out more than a hundred millions of 

_gold in redemption of silver dollars and silver 
certificates in the way we have here de- 
scribed. But if the Government of the United 


should be understood these figures are for 
cash delivery of wheat equal to the present 
speculative grade and do not include the 
smaller prices paid for inferior qualities. 

The break of yesterday amounted to more 
than 3 cents from a quotation already very 
low. It was said to have been caused by the 
calling in of money loaned on wheat, this on 
account of the stringency in the money mar- 
ket. The statement was denied, but may be 
true for all that. The pressure to realize was 
all the greater as the elevators of this city 
contain nearly 17,000,000 bushels of the 
speculative grades, besides considerable quan- 
tities of the poorer sorts, and this on the edge 
of another harvest. In ordinary times such 
an accumulation, accompanied by a belief 
that the current crop was much below the per 
capita average, with the prospect of a good 
demand for consumption in Europé, would 
not be regarded as reason for weakness.

want to thrust silver into circulation on the 
theory that 371 grains of it are worth 28% 
grains of gold.

If all the 
silver they produce were made a legal tender 
at its commercial value, when in bars with a 
mint mark showing the wefght and fineness, 
they would be much better off than they are 
now and the peopha Vould not anticipate with 
alarm a depreciated currency. Then the silver 
would take cure of itself. It would pass for 
what it is worth. It would not need 
to be redeemed in gold as at present. 
There would be no nevessity for gold re. 
serves except to protect the greenback cur- 


szency of the government. Then the fear that 
the governmant would be swamped with sil- 


ver which it could not maintain at an arti- 
ficial parity would vanish. Then prosperity 
would return to the East, and asa consequence 
to the West and the Rocky Mountain States.

Senator Allison on the Silver Law. 

The Sioux City (Iowa) Journal’ publishes a let- 
ter from Senator Allison to Mr. J. Fred Meyers 
on the present aspects of the silver question. The 
letter is important by reason of Mr. Allison’s dis- 
tinguished place in the Republican party. The 
gist of Mr. Allison’s communieation is found in 
the following sentence: 

“T am willing to vote to stop the purchase of 
silver, leaving other questions to be settled later, 
on mature consideration and comparison of views, 
as the whole subject must be dealt with present- 
ly.“ 


This is a sound position to take, and we do not 
see how Mr. Allison’s correspondent, Meyers, or 
any other reasonable citizen of lowa can object 
to it. 

Mr. Allison, in his letter to Mr. Meyers, ap- 
proaches the main subject—vis.: the repeal of 
the Sherman law—with very careful steps. He 
says in the first place that “there is a school of 
statesmen and publicists in our country who de- 
sire to force us to the single gold standard.” He 
agrees with Mr. Meyers that this ought not to 
be done.“ because there is not enough gold and 
not enough silver taken singly to transact the 
business of the world. At the same time he is 
opposed to the policy of the government pur- 
chasing silver bullion and storing it unless this 
is done by international agreement. If there 
could be places of storage for both gold and silver 
bullion, and if international paper money could 
be issued upon such bullion, which paper could 
be used in settling international balances, that 
would be the kind of scheme that would recon-

Sandbaggers Who Have Been Fighting |

The latter proposition did not prove satis- 
factory to the World’s Fair sandbaggers and 
they strenuously opposed the adoption of 
the stop-over clause, The General Pas-

MOURN FOR W. S MELLEN,

Net Earnings of the Year Show a Com par- 
ative Increase of $38,078. 
Marsnatutown, Ia., July 28.— [Special.] —

Gross earnings for the fiscal year ending June

first of last March the company's net earnings 
were $69,407.50 less than the corresponding 
period last year, leaving for the remaining four 
months of the fiscal year the task of overcoming 
this large deficit, and showing the handsome net 
increase above indicated.

VEST ON THE SILVER QUESTION, 


The Missouri Senator Considers the Finan- 
cial Situation Extremely Critical. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 28.—In an interview 
on the financial situation today Senator Vest 
said: The country is right now at the most 
critical period of its financial history. We 
have been traveling along on makeshifts of 
one kind and another since 1878, Expedients 
will avail no longer. We are at the parting of 
the ways and must take definite, decided ac- 
tion one way or the other. We must either 
take up our silver and defend it against the 
world or drop it, demonetize it; declare 
that it is not available as a basis 
of currency, and declare that the 
constitutional right granted to Congress to 
coin money means that we shall coin gold 
only. But how are our people to be recon- 
ciled to the loss of silver, which they have al- 
ways looked upon as constitutional money? 
Put the question to a vote of the people of 
Missouri and they would declare for the re- 
tention of silver by 500,000 majority. Get 
away from the cities and you meet nothing 
but silver men. The outlook is gloomy. We 
are ina fog. It may continue to spread and 
there is no way to judge of its extent. It may 
lift, as fogs do sometimes, as suddenly as it 
formed and find us under a smilingsun. In 
this, as in all other dilemmas, the Nation 
turns to the lawmaking power and cries, 
Help us.’ I can only pray that heaven may 
direct us to that which is right and for the 
benefit of our fair land.“ 5 

[All this chatter is only fooling with the 
real question at issue. There is no such 
dilemma as Vest tries to make. All Congress 
has to do is to make silver a legal tender in 
any quantity at its commercial worth in gold 
and the rest of the matter will take care of

Complaints That the Treasury Is Putting 
Silver Dollars in Circulation. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., July 28.—Complaints 

are coming into the Treasuryin great num- 

particularly from the South and West, 
that small bills are almost out of circulation. 
These complaints assert that the Treasury is 
pushing out silver dollars instead of notes of 
the smaller denominations. The Treasury 
officials deny that they are trying to force sil- 
ver into circulation. They say they are send- 
ing the usual numberof $5, $10, and $20 
bills to the subtreasuries, and that $1 and $2 
notes are reissued as rapidly as received. 
Treasury officials assert that the banks are 
holding the $1 and $2 notesand forcing silver 
upon people, and that their motive is still 
further to discredit silver by increasing the 
prejudice against it.

Majorities Rule in America, 


BLE PLAN, Ia., July 24.—{Editor of The 
Tribune. our article on the editorial page in 
the issue of the 18th, headad “‘A Dangerous Doc- 
trine,“ will doubtless suit the superficial reader 
who is already convinced of the superiority of 
existing institutions and regards all proposed 
changes as dangerous and “revolutionary,” 
but it seems to me you are in serious error. 

Your denunciation as dangerous : the Trades 
and Labor Assembly declara that [the 
people] themselves must be the judges of the ex- 
tent of their grievances and of the means neces- 
sary for the abolition of the same p 
upon the theory that the law is supreme and the 
people subject, and that minorities are entitled 
to consideration only r they have ceased to 
be minorities and have e majorities. The 
majority then, by reason of its superior numbers 
instead of its superior intelligence and often be- 
cause of its ignorance, is the sole ju of the 
extent of the grievances of. the minority and o 
the means of redress, In other words, what- 
ever fs is right if it is “the law sane- 
tioned by the „majority,“ whether it is 
right or not. If ress is demanded for 
wrongs that have grown. up under the pro- 
tection of the law's" majority those who seek 
relief must submit to tyranny or injustice with- 
out protest until such time as the great, igno- 
rant, careless “ mapority has soaked up enough 
of wisdom to-change its opinion or alter its 
fancy: This is the doctrine of our present system 
of majority rule.“ It is. also the doctrine of 
the Czar of Russia [bosh], who is the law“ and 
the majority in that ‘country and who, strangely 
enough, has the gupport and cooperation of the 
great majority of his ignorant and 22 — 
subjects. It requires no great intelligence or 
virtue and certainly no superior degree of cour- 
age to support the law or to be loyal“ to 
that vast ag ston of ignorance, superstition, 
and bigotry which we call “majority rule —a 
power which is quite as odious as though it were 
exercised by a hereditary.monarch. Indeed, it is 
open to question if the tyranny of a King is not 
more tolerable than that of a popular andor. 
It may be possible to convince the King of h 
error, and if he cannot. be convinced he may at 
least be removed, but the popular majority is not 
so easily handled—it is an old dog who seems im- 
pervious to new tricks, and the slow 188 of 
death and decay preceding new life can 
be depended upon only to teach him 
his own natural rights and those of his 
fellows who are the hated minority. 
“The law”™ andthe majority has always been 
wrong. The law at its best is but the wisdom 
of a world that has no conception of the rules of 
abstract right, and little for the principles 
of justice. The little liberty which we are per- 
mitted to enjoy has been got by battering down 
“the law,” — every stop in the progress of * 
man rights has been from scaffold to scaffold, 
and from stake to stake, And at each step the 
majority has been convinced only after it was 
outwitted or ove ered, American liberty 
was achieved in defiance of “the law and in 
spite of a brutal majority. Massachusetts people 
were burned for witchcraft in expiation ofa 
“law” which majority rule sanctioned. Slavery 
was abolished by revolutionary means [but the 
majority performed the act}, and there were wise 
men — sapient newspaper parrots who prated 
about the divinity of stavery as a human instite- 
tion [they were the minority] and the disloyalty 
of tha Paitipe school of Anarchists who insisted 
that the slaves were endowed with rights which 
the majority had no right to deprive them of. 
[Their preaching accomplished nothing till the 
majority indorsed it and enforced it.] ‘ 

In our senseless conservatism and tenacity for 
the established order we are likely to overlook

BUCCANEER LAFITTE’S LIEUTENANT. 


Events in the Checkered Career of the 
Noted Jim Campbell. 
Gatveston, Tex., July 28.—[Special,)—

If it were a column of ice, and the entire 
heat of the sun could be concentrated upon 
it, it would all be melted in one second; and 
cor.verted into steam in eight seconds; which 
illustrates the heat of the sun rather than the 
size of the sea.
